Paurdeberg. Feb. 24 —[Special Cable- 


gram ]—The bombardment of the Boer 
laager continued ail day .today. The 
Shropshire^ rushed the trench last night 
just after the bombardment ceased and 
found many dead Boers. 


Gen. J?ranch's cavalry patrols have 


captured two small detachments of the 
Boers who escaped tho cordon surround- 
ing Cronje's army. One hundred and 
five prisoners were taken. It is reported [

RADICAL CHANGE MADE 


Gold Reserve and Bond Re- 


funding Plan Will Save 


Nation Millions 


Establishes the Gold Standard and Pro- 


vides For a Redemption Fund of 
$150,000,000-- -It Cancels Treasury 
Notes As Fast As Standard Silver 
Dollars Are Coined—Provides For 


Gold and Silver Certificates and For 
National Banks in Small Towns. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 24—By the 


ngreement among the conferees of the 
senate and house yesterday afternoon, 
the passage of a financial till is assured 
which marks the most radical change in 
banking and currency methods since the 
passage of the resumption act 


.The agreement.in the conference prac- 


tically ends everything, as the party 
majority in each house is sufficient to 
send the bill to the president, without 
change. 
. 


The bill, as agreed on. makes gold the 


standard of the country, provides for 
maintaining the parity between all kinds 
of money on a gold basis, encourages 
the banks to.increase the notes in. circu- 
lation,^provides for more subeidary coin- 
age and a .greater amount of small 
notes, and, finally, provides the refund- 
ing of nearly all the national debt at a 
rate which will save the people millions 
of dollars annually. 


The bill as it comes from the confer- 


ence ie almost wholly the bill passed bv 
the senate. 
' The house 'has yielded 


practically everything in dispute and has 
secured only a few unimportant conces- 
sions. 


The language of the bill has been 


changed in some instances and the 
sequence of paragraphs altered; but for 
all practical purposes the law as the 
president sighs it will be the bill as it 
passed the senate. 


Expands 1'resent System. 


It is a notable fact that the new cur- 


rency measure merely extends and ex- 
pands the present banking system and 
the present currency scheme. -The gold 
standard is firmly fixed ands the.banks 
have an incentive to issue'' notes,.'but 
there is not the.faintest''suggestion .ot, 
asset banking or 
any; of-i" the'.other, 


alleged financial .vagaries recommejided 
by the secretary of the treasury ;a,nd. the 
financial conference at Indianapolis. 


• On the contrary, the legislation final- 
ly enacted by congress ;is directly op_-. 
posed to these theories and utilises 
existing law in all cases, changing 'the 
standard 
only by 
reaffirming it in 


stronger terms and adding to the circu- 
lating medium only by the kind of notes 
to which the people are already ac- 
customed. 


Existing bonds are 
not, interfered 


with, but all new bonds will be specific 
ally payable in gold. The provision for 
refunding the national debt, 
which 


neither the Indianapolis conference nor 
the secretary of the treasury seems to 
have thought of originally, isjjextremely. 
popular in congress, and it is believed it 
will be a source of strength in the com- 
ing campaign. 


TVlmt the Bill Mentis 


The feature of all this currency legis- 


lation is the creation of an enlarged gold 
reserve, and the restriction of bond sales 
so as to prevent the proceeds being used 
for current expenses 
When there is a 


deficit it will be provided for by the cer- 
tificates of indebtedness authorized by 
the war revenue act, which grants per- 
manent ituthority in this direction to the 
secretary of the treasury. 


The refunding feature of the new law 


is really simple, although the expression 
of the method is such as to create con- 
fusion in the minds of laymen. 


The refunding operations cover prac- 


tically all the bonded debt of the United 
States except the Cleveland loan of 
&1G2,315,4.00. wLich carries 4 per cent, 
and is not redeemable until 1925, so 
that it was considered impossible .to 
offer inducements to holders to ex- 
change them. 


The refunding provided for by the 


new law. if successfully carried out, will 
save millions of dollars annually in in 
terest charges, and it is believed n 2 per 
cent, bond can be rlbated at par without 
difficulty.

ment has reason to suspect that Uer- 
inany is behind the Spanish govern- 
ment in its claim that the islands of 
Silnil.u and Gagayan, Sulu. which were 
not included within the bounds of the 
Philippine territory described in the 
Paris treaty, were not transferred to 
the United Stares with the rest of the 
Philippines, and therefore remain the 
property of Spain. 


Some consideration to Spain's rep- 


resentations was given by the presi- 
dent and the cabinet at their meeting 
Friday, and after t.he meeting .your 
correspondent learned from a cabinet 
officer that, the statement 
that 
the 


United States would withdraw its au- 
thority over the islands was an p.rror. 
On l.ho. contrary, the government ad- 
heres to its previous contention that 
both islands were .transferred to the 
United States b y ' t h e treaty of Paris.' 
No answer has been nuide to Spain's 
representations.
